* be fetting a foot,emboldens me to put you in Mind | 


‘ of that part of the Hand of St. Chriftophers in Ame- 
“rica; which, in its own Nature, 1s certainly, for 
‘Extent, the molt productive, and pleafantett Spot 
‘in that Latitude, unhappy in nothing fo much, 
“as that it has been fubject to the Will of two 
‘Princes, whofe Interefts arealways different, and 
© isthe only Cauie of the Misfortunes which the pre- 
‘fent Inhabitants, Subjects of Great Britain, groan 
“under, by having a declard Enemy amongit them, 
“who knows all their Strength and Refolutions ; 
“and tho’ at prefent the Inhabitants that are on tt, 
‘are all in the Englifh Government and Interelt, 
“vet there being much the better half of that fine 
“Iiland unfettld, by Reafon of the Pretenfions 
© which the French have always made to that Part, 
‘ and its having been given to them at the Treaties, 
‘fo none will venture to plant it, or fettle it on fo 
‘uncetain a Tenure. Nor can the Governor in 
‘chief there, grant any Leaie on the taid French 
‘Part, fur more than two Years and half certain, 
“as being forbid it. But fecing we are at prefent 
© Matters of it, and that by Conquelt at the firlt 
‘ briaking out of the War, I think it ought to be 
* recommended as a fpecial Article for the Nego-
